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REPORT OF TRUSTEES 


To the Taxpayers: 


Improvement and expansion of the Out-Patient work during the past 
year was probably the greatest single achievement at the hospital in recent 
years. 


Mechanically, progress was made through the purchase of a new 
X-RAY machine with tomograph, combined with a new transformer and 
fluoroscope. 


However, it takes the proper personnel to make the best machinery 
work and we take pride in the knowledge that the hospital now has a most 
capable, efficient and co-operating team operating this department. 


Service is available to the public for X-Rays every day from 8:30 A.M. 
to 4 P.M. and on Saturday mornings from 8:30 to 11:30 o’clock. 


The new X-Ray room equipment replaces apparatus which had been 
in use for more than 24 years. Its purchase was made possible through 
the co-operation of the State Emergency Finance Board and State Legis- 
lature. 


Meantime the care and treatment of the in-patients has taxed the ca- 
pacity of the hospital. Although most every bed has been occupied and 
the staff was under pressure particularly in the men’s ward where doubling 
up was necessary, we are pleased to report that no patient was kept waiting 
too long and none was turned away. 


Your trustees occupied themselves during the year with several policy 
making problems, all of which have been designed to improve the morale 
of the employees. For instance a “line of authority’? was established, 
through which problems or grievances are to be channeled; rules governing 
sick leave and other types of leaves not covered by the county personnel 
board were promulgated, and the senior physician’s authority as acting 
superintendent in the absence of the superintendent was established. In 
making decisions in these and other matters your trustees had the expert 
legal advice of Judge William A. McGivney, presiding justice of the Fourth 
District Court of Attleboro, to whom they are most grateful. 


The trustees were happy once again to acquaint the legislators of the 
hospital district with the facilities available at the hospital, also the added 
pleasure of having the Board of Directors of the Bristol County Health 
Association as guests for their annual meeting. The splendid co-operation 
between the hospital and the association yields many benefits, all of which 
are enjoyed by all the patients. The rehabilitation service offered by the 
association is but one. 
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Last year was the first complete year that the hospital operated with- 
out its own farm, from which it obtained dairy products and some garden 
truck. This adjustment has been mostly the problem of the steward, Mr. 
Elmer Flemming, and through his efficient methods a substantial financial 
saving has been recorded. How much of this saving has been offset by 
costs for other services which were formerly performed by the farm and 
its employees and must now be paid for in other ways is a matter of con- 
jecture. Then, too, the ever increasing costs of hospital operation, includ- 
ing the constantly increasing rates of wages, transcends many of our ef- 
forts at economizing. 


General maintenance of the hospital buildings was carried out during 
the year. The main office was remodeled, also the diet kitchen. The men’s 
ward was painted. Two more rooms in the nurses’ quarters were refinished. 
A new heating line for the men’s recreation room was installed. Consid- 
erable new furniture was purchased and another section of the roof on the 
administration building was patched and repaired. 


All of which brings us to our greatest concern: Just how much more 
of the taxpayers money shculd we spend in repairing, patching and strug- 
gling with an old frame building that was never intended to be used for 
a hospital in the first place? 


Certainly it is most uneconomical to maintain; it is going to cost more 
every year. 


Therefore, we have ordered a survey of the possibility of replacing 
the old frame building with a modern hospital, which would not only treat 
those afflicted with tuberculosis but also those suffering from chronic chest 
diseases. 


While modern drugs and surgery seem to have shortened the length 
of time many patients have to spend in our hospital, we continue to op- 
erate at maximum capacity. We have no way of knowing how many un- 
detected cases of tuberculosis there are outside the hospital. But our medi- 
cal staff reports an increase in the number of other types of chest disease. 


Another aspect of our thinking along the lines of a new hospital is the 
attitude of the towns and cities of the hospital district. They are con- 
cerned with the constantly increasing costs of health and welfare but if it 
were determined that the cost of treatment of several types of patients in 
a new hospital were to be lowered, would it not ‘be more economical in the 
long run to have such new facilities?

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


I hereby submit the annual report of the Bristol County Hospital for 
the year ending December 31, 1955. 


The year 1955 was one of the most active in the history of the ‘hos- 
pital as our statistical analysis will show. 


We had the highest number of admissions and highest number of dis- 
charges in any one year. The average daily census was 20% higher than 
in 1954. In the out-patient there was an increase of 30% in the number 
of visits. The total number of in-patients under treatment during the year 
was 158. 


There were 56 patients in the hospital at the beginning of the year. 
Of these 37 were males and 19 females. A total of 97 patients was ad- 
mitted. Of these 54 were males and 43 females. The highest daily census 
was 72 and the lowest 56. The average daily census was 65.8. The total 
number of hospital days was 24,144. There were 92 discharges, of this 
number 56 were males and 36 females. The average length of stay was 
287 days. At the end of the year there were 61 patients in the hospital. 
Of these 35 were males and 26 females. The average age of all patients 
was 538. The average age for men was 55 and the average age for women 
51. The majority of patients are now in the older age group. This means 
we are seeing more non-tuberculosis complications than ever and tuber- 
culosis in many instances is secondary in importance to the complications. 
The more common complications are heart disease, emphysema, diabetes 
and cancer. We have admitted during the year several patients with chest 
disease for diagnostic work up and observation. This we consider to be a 
proper function of this type of hospital. 


With the steady increase in the percentage of persons in the popu- 
lation who are reaching and passing the age of 60 years there will be a 
greater need for facilities for the care and treatment of chronic tubercu- 
losis with the complications of old age. Our statistics show that we had 
20 deaths during the year. There were 9 of these where the cause of death 
was listed as due to pulmonary tuberculosis. Of this number one had Tb. 
Meningitis and 8 Silicosis, and one Tb. Enteritis. This leaves 4 deaths 
from uncomplicated pulmonary tuberculosis. The remaining deaths were 
from non-tuberculosis causes listed elsewhere in this report. The advanced 
age of patients and senility must be considered as a factor contributing 
to the large number of deaths which occurred during the year. Of the 9 
deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis 4 were over 80 years of age and the 
average age for all deaths was 71 years. 


During the year new X-Ray equipment was installed. The previous 
equipment has been in use for about 24 years. The transformer had 
broken down completely. The new apparatus comprises a new trans-

former, a new control panel and new Tomograph for body sectional radio- 
graphy. This device is designed to produce body sections 1-10” in 6-10 
of one second. It is completely motorized. It is also efficient for buckey 
and regular chest X-ray films. A new fluoroscope was also installed. We 
may boast that our X-ray department is now equipped with the most mod- 
ern and efficient X-ray apparatus available for diagnostic radiography. 
Sectional X-rays of the chest will at times reveal pathology of the lungs, 
especially cavities, that may otherwise be missed on regular films. The sec- 
tional films help also to localize the area of involvement. 


TREATMENT 


In line with modern concepts of treatment of pulmonary tubercu- 
losis, collapse therapy, such as pneumothorax and thoracoplasty has been 
virtually given up. All patients on whom a definite diagnosis of active 
pulmonary tuberculosis was made, received chemotheraphy, streptomycin 
and P.A.S. (Para-amino salicylic acid) or Isoniazid and P.A.S. In the ma- 
jority of cases chemotherapy is continued after discharge. Follow-up treat- 
ment is given free of charge in our Out-patient department. 


In a certain number of cases it is still necessary to employ surgery. 
Pulmonary resection is now considered to offer the best results and is used 
when cavities persist, or where there is localized nodular disease. 


Due to the fact that most of the patients are in the older age brackets 
the treatment of complications often present the major problem. We ad- 
here strongly to the opinion that all cases of active tuberculosis should 
receive treatment in the sanatorium. The sanatorium offers the best op- 
portunity to observe the patient’s reaction to drug therapy and to deter- 
mine the need for surgical intervention. For the best interests of the com- 
munity, the home and the patients, we do not favor home treatment for 
active cases of pulmonary tuberculosis. Notwithstanding the fall in death 
rate, and the favorable effects of drugs and surgery, tuberculosis is still 
a major problem toward which an attitude of indifference might result in 
the loss of the ground we have gained.

REHABILITATION 


A combined rehabilitation and occupational therapy programme was 
earried out under the sponsorship of the Bristol County Health Association 
under the direction of Miss Laurel Globus. A total of 1,629 bedside visits 
and interviews were made by Miss Globus. 


Craft work included leather work, knitting, sewing and woodwork. 


The director carried out aptitude testing and arranged for university 
extension courses and made family visits in behalf of the patients. This 
service is very important in the total programme of care and management 
of the tuberculosis patient. Other service performed by Miss Globus were 
library, planning for movies and live entertainment for patients. 


OUT-PATIENT DEPARTMENT 


A total of 3,956 visits were made by 2,659 patients. This is approxi- 
mately an increase of 80% over the 1954 figure. <A total of 3,029 chest 
X-rays were made. There were 1,687 new cases seen during the year and 
792 follow-up cases. A total of 65 active cases of pulmonary tuberculosis 
cases were found and 133 inactive or arrested cases. There were 91 pa- 
tients who showed evidence of non-tuberculosis chest pathology. Antimi- 
crobial treatment was given to 23 patients with a total of 927 treatments. 
A total of 11,569 (70mm) films were taken in surveys. There were four 
cases of active Pul. tb. and 386 cases of inactive pulmonary tuberculosis 
found in this survey.
